MONTANA'S CULTURAL TRUST 


In 1975, the Montana Legislature set aside a percentage of the earnings of the Coal Tax to restore murals in the 
Capitol and to support other "cultural and aesthetic" projects. This unique funding source is a Cultural Trust, with 
money allocated every two years. Grant funds are derived from the interest projected to be earned on the Cultural 
Trust. The Montana Arts Council administers the program for the Legislature. 


In 1983, the Legislature established a Cultural and Aesthetic Projects Advisory Committee with 16 members, half 
appointed by the Montana Arts Council and half by the Montana Historical Society. The committee reviews all grant 
proposals and makes funding recommendations to the Legislature, which determines who will receive grant funds.

Carry over funds from the prior biennia. 

Transfers from the Historical Society, which administered these grants from 78-79 through 82-83. These 

amounts are the carryover funds from that agency. 

Total carryforward from prior biennium equals the sum of lines 1 and 2. 

Interest earnings are the total payments received/projected for that biennium. These payments are the 

transfers of interest revenue on the trust fund. The total Trust now equal about$7.5 million. 

Calculations of these payments for the advisory committee’s deliberations, which total $904,128 for the 

biennium, were calculated by the Board of Investments, based on current investments held by the trust. 

Transfer from Corpus was a one-time legislative action to fund agency operations, to free up state general 

fund. 

Total available for expenditure is the sum of lines 3,4 and 5 above. 

Total allocations is the total awarded by the Legislature for grants, administration, programs and 
evaluations. ; 

Reversions are the total of grants returned for each biennium. The percentage to total allocations over the 

history of these grants is about 4%, with the majority arising from reverted challenge grants. 90-91 

reversions were allocated to the Montana Arts Council to match federal grants for rural programs. That 

amount is included in the TOTAL ALLOCATIONS for the 92-93 biennium. $23,000 has reverted so far 

this biennium from the Historical Museum at Ft. Missoula($3,000), Department of 

Administration/Indian Monument & Flag Circle ($5,000), Prairie Winds Art Council ($6,000) and Metis 

Cultural Recovery Inc. ($9,000). 

Cuts of 26.68% applied to all organizations to meet the projected shortfall in the 94-95 biennium. 

Net Allocations are the total allocations (line 7) less reversions (line 8) and cuts (line 9). 

Carryforward to next biennium is the net of total funds available (line 6) less net allocations (line 10). 

This amount is considered along with the projected Interest earnings in calculating the amount available 

for the next biennium. The carryforward projected (indicated in column K) for the 98-99 biennium is 

$268,496. 

The maximum available for regrant is the total of line 10 (net allocation) minus lines 13 
(Administration), 14 (MT Historical Society/restoration of murals) and 16 (Folklife Program). 

Administration is the amount included in the net allocations (line 10) appropriated for administrative 

costs int he agency’s budget. | 

Restoration of murals is the amount requested by the MT Historical Society for that purpose. 

Folklife program is the amount included in net allocations (line 10) for this statewide program, funded 

from this source since the beginning of the trust. 

Rural Arts Specialist program has been deleted as the federal match funds are no longer available. This 

program funding is requested from the General Fund in the agency’s modified budget request. 

Evaluations is the amount included in net allocations (line 10) appropriated for costs of evaluating the 

grants. This amount is historically appropriated from reversions in the current biennium.

The following criteria are used to determine if an application is eligible for funding.

Any person, association or representative of a governing unit may submit an application including: 
Montana state, regional, county, city, town or Indian tribal governments. 
Examples include: 

county art or historical museums, 

cultural centers, 

public libraries, 

public educational institutions or school districts, 

state agencies, 

city arts commissions, 

parks and recreation departments, and 

tribal cultural or education committees. 


The governing unit: 


e may itself seek funds or may sponsor the proposals of other persons, organizations, associations 
or coalitions. 
e must have accounting and financial services available and must bear ultimate legal and fiscal 


responsibility for the project, if funded. 
@ may be the Montana Arts Council if the application is made by a statewide organization. 


Applications must be for cultural and aesthetic projects, including but not limited to: 


& the visual, performing, literary, media arts, and folk arts; 
@ history, archaeology, archives, collections, research, historic preservation; and 
© the construction or renovation of cultural facilities. 


Applicants are encouraged to serve rural communities, racial and ethnic groups, the disabled, 
institutionalized populations, youth and the aging, and conduct projects that address the role of women in 
Montana's cultural life. 


Applications must have been signed by a representative of a governing unit, contain a complete budget 
and have been hand delivered to the Montana Arts Council or postmarked no later than August 1, 1996.

A. Definitions of Grant Categories 


Organizations applied in the following four grant categories: 


1. Special Projects - 


@ specific activities, services or events of limited duration 
@ the expansion of on-going programs to meet defined needs 
@ projects which generate new sources of revenue 


The Citizen's Advisory Committee developed a simplified application form to encourage 
applications from small communities and groups with little grant writing experience. All- 
volunteer organizations or those with no more than half-time staff that wished to request 
$4,500 or less for a special project could use this form. These applications were reviewed 
separately from the majority of special project requests. 


Matching Requirement: Generally each grant dollar must be matched with one dollar in cash or in-kind goods and

2. Operational Support - These grants should neither reduce the applicant's fund-raising efforts nor support 
program budget, or staff expansion. The legislature will consider applications from:

professional staff; 

organizations with unusually high expenses and no local funding base, e.g., statewide service 
organizations;

well-managed and established organizations confronting unforseen emergencies; 
organizations recognized as essential to Montana's cultural life because of their excellent 
programming and longevity; and,

4. Challenge Grants For Endowment Development - for the creation or development of permanent endowments 
with investment earnings for use in operations, programs or to add to the endowment principal. Applicants must: 


Demonstrate a need and purpose 

Verify the inviolability of endowment funds 

Demonstrate an ability to match the grant from private or other sources within the grant period 
Not use the grant to reduce funds raised annually

Matching Requirement: Each grant dollar must be matched with three dollars in cash or irrevocable 
planned or deferred gifts with: 


@ at least one-third of the match being in cash 

@ as much as one-third in wills, devises, bequests or paid-up life insurance 

@ other match including irrevocable trusts; property such as land, securities, objects of value (when 
converted to cash); and income from rental property

PROJECT Founded in 1951, the Archie Brey Foundation for the Ceramic Arts (the Bray) is located on the grounds of the 
DESCRIPTION Wester Clay Manufacturing Company - an industry operating on the outskirts of Helena since the 1890's and an 
integral part of the cultural and economic history of Helena and of Montana. The Bray has es its mission to provide 
an environment that stimulates creative work in clay - for artists, community members, teachers, children, collectors 
and the general public from Montana, the Northwest and all over the globe, and is recognized Jocally, regionally, 
nationally and internationally as a focal point of creativity and development in the ceramic arts.

research site near Choteau Landforms/Lifeforms opened on June 15, 1996 and illustrates the relationship between 
regional geology and the evolution of life in the Northern Rocky Mountain region from the Precambrian eon to the 
end of the Mesozoic era. The Rockies Rise Again is scheduled to open in 1999 and will portray the shaping of the 
landscape as we see it today, including the geologic events that created the region's national parks as they currently 
appear.Funding from the Cultural Trust is important as seed money and as a challenge to other finding sources. 


COMMITTEE - The Committee recognized that the Museum is a very highly regarded organization, not only state-wide, but 
RECOMMENDATION nationally as well. Its direct service area is to the Bozeman/University population, but it has become a 
destination point for tourists and Montana families alike. The Geology of the Rockies with accompanying 
dioramas and silkscreens, will enhance the historical and scientific understanding of this vast region. The 
permanent collection is of high quality for such a young Museum. The Committee realizes the Museum is a 
highly successful organization with a good mix of Federal, State and private funds. The Committee 


recommends partial funding.

We feel strongly 
that these repairs are critical to the continued well-being of this historic site.

RECOMMENDATION Register of Historic Places. An Architectural Assessment Survey identified replacement of windows asa 
priority that must be completed as soon as possible. Windows are literally falling out, water is leaking into 
the building, jeopardizing art work and historical artifacts of the community organizations that are residents 
of the Square. Window replacement is one phase of a six phase project to ensure the historical prominence 
of this facility and to maintain a secure environment for the collections housed within the Square. The 
Committee recommended partial funding.

PROJECT Very Special Arts Montana proposes to create a touring exhibit of the 2 and 3 dimensional art works exhibited in 
' DESCRIPTION the third and fourth annual Governor's Art shows (March ‘98 & ‘99).In the first year, the touring exhibit will be 
shown in four locations, Miles City, Havre/Big Sandy, Lewistown and Missoula.In the second year four additional 
sites will be added, based on requests from those sites.Possible sites include Great Falls, Plains, Boulder and 
Bozeman.A portion of the first Governors Art Show was exhibited during the Special Olympics State Games.

COMMITTEE The Committee recognized this project is unique in that it is a process that brings segments of the 
RECOMMENDATION population together for a common purpose - the disabled. Two and three dimensional work, chosen from 
the Governor's Art Show, will travel the state for two years. At each venue, special training will be 
provided to teachers, viewers, the disabled and care givers using art as the catalyst for interactive dialogue 
and understanding of the creative process. This project demonstrates support of on-going art programs for 
individuals with disabilities. Jt is believed this may be the only organization in the State whose only 
Mission is focused on arts and the disabled. The Committee also noted the high quality of the Director. The 
Committee recommended partial funding.

The SWMYO and BSC will attract 
parents, educators and under-served populations from outlying areas such as Anaconda, Dillon and Deerlodge. With 
increased staff support, we can meet the administrative needs of expanding educational programs and higher artistic 
quality.If fully funded, this grant will provide $4,000 the first year, $2,000 the following year and SO in the last 
year.This interval will give the BSO time to establish support and fundraising groups and phase in increases in 
ticket revenue and private contributions, created by our expanded audience base.

PROJECT The Copper Village Museum and Arts Center (CVMAC), founded in 1971, is located in rural Anaconda Deer-Lodge 
DESCRIPTION County.The Center provides programs and educational services in the visual, literary and performing arts, manages 
and maintains an historic cultural facility, and acts as a Jocal and regional] cultural agency for economic development 
through cultural resources.Our service area encompasses part of four rural counties within a 30 mile radius of 
Anaconda, and our constituency is 50% below poverty Jevel to very Jow income, and 50% low to moderate 
income.Annually, 26,000 people attend Art Center programs, use our services or attend our events.

The ultimate goal of the GFSA is to raise one million dollars ($1,000,000) in permanent funds by 
December 31, 2000. The receipt of this grant will provide incentive to donors and fund raisers alike to ensure the 


success of this continuing phase in our Endowment fund raising efforts. 


COMMITTEE ° The Committee recognized this is the second of two requests by the Great Falls Symphony Association. The 
RECOMMENDATION Symphony's goal is to raise $1.0 million. They have raised $250,000 thus far, with the goal of the second » 
phase of the Drive to raise $500,000 by 1997. The Committee recommended partial funding because of the 
high quality of the Symphony, and in recognition of the important need for and value of endowments.

Section VI. Cultural Trust Fiscal History 


This section contains a synopsis of the fiscal history of the Cultural Trust including information about the size and 
growth of the corpus, the earnings received and the annual amounts awarded to organizations. 


The Corpus: 


Begun in 1976 with a corpus of $92,908, the trust now contains $7.5 million. This represents an average annual 
increase of $353,583 or a 4.7 percent annual growth rate. By 2000, the Trust is projected to grow to 8.2 million-- an 
average annual increase of 3.1 percent over the next three year. 


Earnings: 


From 1976 to 1978, earnings totaled approximately $141,000 and were reinvested in the corpus of the trust. Earnings 
grew from $92,045 in 1979 to a high of $841,010 in 1985 -- an annual increase of $106,995 or an average annual 
growth rate of 116%. However, in 1988 earnings dropped to $571,004, increasing an average of 5 percent per year 
until 1993 when earnings again dropped, this time to $582,833, (down 16 percent from 1992). In 1994, the Cultural 
Trust earned $490,758 which represented a drop of 16 percent from the previous year. Earnings have risen since 
then, up 2% in 1995 to $500,577, and 17% in 1996, to $587,588, when the Board of Investments consolidated the 
Trust with other funds for investment purposes in the hope of raising earnings for all funds. An average annual 
increase of 3.5 percent is projected through the biennium. 
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Requests And Grant Awards: 


Biennial requests to the Cultural Trust were $2,041,985 in FY84-85 peaking in FY92-93 at $3,638,854. To reduce 
the number of applications, starting in the FY94-95 biennia the Citizen's Advisory Committee requested that 
applicants only submit one application. The Committee made an exception if a second application were for a 
Challenge Grant for Endowment Development. This effort appeared to be successful as it decreased the amount of 
money requested by 10 percent to $3,285,067 in that biennium. Future requests were projected not to drop below 
$3,000,000, but were predicted to increase. However, this did not occur for the FY96-97 biennium. Cultural 
organizations, aware of the projected drop in earnings, reduced their requests to $2,114,287. Requests dropped 
further in 1998-99 by 12% to $1,863,576. 


The average request has dropped from $31,037 in FY86-87 to $20,038 in FY98-99 as the application number has 
climbed from 80 in FY86-87 to a high of 129 in FY92-93, declining to 126 in FY94-95 and to 93 for the FY98-99 
biennium. 

The average annual grant awarded was $40,136 in FY82-83 and has, with the exception of one biennium 


decreased biennially. For FY98-99, the Citizens Advisory Committee has recommended that an average grant of 
$14,151 be awarded. Funding is recommended for 86 of the 93 applications. 
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Section VI. Cultural Trust Fiscal History 


The total amount distributed grew initially from $50,000 in FY78-79 to $1,476,511 in FY86-87, During the 1988-89 
biennium, grant awards dropped back to $1,211,817 growing to a peak of $1,551,323 in FY92-93. Awards dropped 
again for the following biennium to $1,333,255. Revenue shortfall caused this amount to be cut 27% to an actual of 
$987,930. The allocation for FY96-97 was $861,849. Earnings are projected to increase and $1.2 million is 
recommended for FY98-99.

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HOUSE BILL NO. 9 
INTRODUCED BY BERGSAGEL 
BY REQUEST OF THE MONTANA ARTS COUNCIL AND THE OFFICE OF BUDGET AND PROGRAM 
PLANNING 


A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: "AN ACT ESTABLISHING PRIORITIES FOR CULTURAL AND AESTHETIC 
PROJECT GRANT AWARDS; AND APPROPRIATING MONEY FOR CULTURAL AND AESTHETIC GRANTS." 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


NEW_SECTION. Section 1. Appropriation of cultural and aesthetic grant funds -- priority of 
disbursement. (1) The Montana arts council shall award grants for projects authorized by and limited to 
the amounts appropriated by this section. Money must be disbursed in priority order, first to projects 
covered under subsection (2), second to the project listed in subsection (3), third to the projects listed in 
subsection (5), and fourth to the project listed in subsection (4). The Montana arts council shall disburse 
money to projects authorized by this section through grant contracts between the Montana arts council and 
the grant recipient. The award contract must bind the parties to contingencies, if any, listed with the 
appropriation in subsection (5). 

(2) If the money in the cultural and aesthetic projects account is insufficient in the biennium ending 
June 30, 1997, to fund projects in the amount for which they are approved, the approved amount for the 
projects is reappropriated from the account until money has beehi disbursed to fully cover appropriations 
or until October 1, 1998, whichever comes first. 

(3) There is appropriated to the Montana historical society $15,000 for the biennium ending July 
1, 1999, for care and conservation of capitol complex artwork. This appropriation is recommended to be 
repeated for two successive bienniums and to be reviewed in fiscal year 2001 to determine if it should 
continue. 

(4) There is appropriated to the Montana historical society $95,000 for the biennium ending July 
1, 1999, for capitol stained glass restoration.

NEW_SECTION. Section 2. Reversion of granted money. (1) On October 1, 1998, money 
reappropriated in [section 1(2)] but not disbursed reverts to the cultural and aesthetic projects account 
provided for in 15-35-108. 

(2) On July 1, 1999, the unencumbered balance of the 1999 biennium grants reverts to the cultural 


and aesthetic project account provided for in 15-35-108. 


NEW SECTION. Section 3. Reduction of grants. If money in the cultural and aesthetic project 
account is insufficient to fund projects at the appropriation levels contained in [section 1], the Montana arts 


council shall allocate the available money on a pro rata basis to the authorized projects.
